He took an indifferently large 
quantity of the young twigs of el- 
der, of that fummer’s growth, to- 
gether with the leaves, ‘and poured 
upon them a fufficient quantity of 
water, that the twics of elder might 
be entirely covered, having fuffered 
it to continue in an open vellel ex- 
pofed to the fun and air for the 
fpace of twenty-four hours, he 
bruifed and wrung the twigs of el- 
der, untill they had tranfmitted all 
their virtues tothe,water. In this 
a reparation he fteeped the feed for 
tweive hours, and then fowed itin 
the ccmmon manner. It happen- 
ed that the quantity of feed which 
was fteeped was notfufficient; on 
the remaining part of the land he 
took about a peck of feed of the 
fame quality, buc it had only a 
fhort fteeping of three quarters of 
an hour, I have examined each 
piece of the land, and tke fmall 
fpot where this was fown is the on- 
ly part of either pateh which is eff- 
entially injured. One fees here 
and there a Ralk eaten off by thie 
infe&t, but I think not fo frequent- 
ly asin the rye which I have ob- 
ferved this year. The {mall patch

In either of the other parts I found 
none of the infeéts, though I occafi- 
onally faw the effects by-the dead 
ears of corn. In general it looks ve- 
ry promifing, and if wnhurt by a 
blait, may produce from 20 to 2 5 
buthels per acre. 

In an adjacent field a farmer had 
fown a fmall ftrip of land, which 
had been occupied by a dead hedge. 
Jt was burnt over and prepared in 
the beft poffible manner, Scarce- 
ly a fingleear of wheat is to be feen 
—but fora fmall fprinkling of rye 
he would not reap the teed. All 
the wheat which I have heard of ia 
the neighbourhoog, but this of Mr. 
Cowles’, is deftroyed. How much 

the prefervation of this probably de- 
pends on the method of preparing 
the feed, erety perfon may judge, 
It is found that at this feafon of the 
year the wheat in the granary 1s in- 
feited with a {mall inte&, almot 
imperceptible to the naked cye, te 
which the juice of elder is inftantl 
facal. Whether tnis infect be the 
parent of the worm fo deftructive ro 
wheat, and the preparation operates 
upon them, is not material to the 
farmer, ifthe advantage of the pre- 
cefs fhall generally fucceed.
